The 
development antibiotics their 
present state efficiency and the mass 
production antibiotics that their use 
economically possible has meant that 
many surgical procedures can now car- 
ried out animal patients which one 
time were impossible because post 
operative infection. One has remem- 
ber that animal cannot confined 
bed for period days weeks after 
surgery. When animal recovers from 
anaesthetic, must able resume 
very nearly normal existence. may 
chew cast bandage, scratch and 
bite any sutures can reach and writhe, 
and stretch exerting maximum strain 
fracture repairs other incisions. 
top this will attempt roll the 
incision any dirt mud that may 
available that although almost all ani- 
mal surgery carried out under the most 
rigorously controlled antiseptic conditions 
the surgical sites will shortly inoculated 
with liberal dose infective material. 
This situation has meant that while 
veterinary surgeon could often carry out 
surgical repairs the post operative mor- 
tality was quite high. cheap and plen-

veterinary surgery. The problem 
the veterinary surgeon when presented 
with animal often very delicate. 
may suspect certain condition exists and 
have certain amount evidence sup- 
port his suspicions but lack the vital piece 
information point one way the 
other. animal cannot tell him where 
the pain is, what type pain is, when 
first started its mother had the 
same trouble. Owners too are sometimes 
not very helpful. take much for 
granted. The dog went out breakfast 
time assume his bowels moved. 
greets when come home night 
here must have pets. What could you tell 
veterinarian your pet became seriously 
ill this evening? sincerely hope 
but may help you appreciate what 
the animal doctor against. few 
years ago could suggest conservative 
and hope, suggest explor- 
atory laparotomy and hope the animal 
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would not succumb infection. Now 
many instances radiology can confirm 
disprove presumptive diagnosis and 
indications for surgery can rapidly 
recognized and proceeded with. 
Diaphragmatic hernia and pyloric stenosis 
are perhaps two the more critical con- 
ditions that need prompt surgery for good 
results. The details and extent bone 
injury are also great importance 
deciding the type fixation most suit- 
able. This information very difficult 
obtain palpation alone. The veter- 
inarian can discover that there frac- 
ture the lower third the right 
humerus but discover there are any 
fragments the joint involved 
x-ray film necessary. Radiology 
therefore, many cases replacing the 
exploratory operation aid 
diagnosis while indicating the desirability 
for surgery what would otherwise 
doubtful circumstances. 


The other main factor possibly 
natural sequel the first. Our teaching 
schools and colleges are the places where 
such research and experimental work 
carried out. The students passing through 
these institutions observe and are taught 
with the aid x-ray films and demon- 
strations, and the present generation 
veterinary students are becoming aware 
that give their patients the best treat- 
ment and their owners the best prognosis 
radiology essential. 


We, therefore, have these two factors 
operating stimulate the development 
better technique and more comprehensive 
x-ray coverage and enlarge the number 
veterinary x-ray users. You may not 
aware the amount orthopedic 
surgery which carried out routinely 
now cats and dogs and lesser de- 
gree the larger animals. Bone pin- 
ning, bone grafting, bone plating, appli- 
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cation Ehmer Kirschner external splints 
and prosthetic femoral heads are now 
routine procedures; with x-rays confirm- 
ing the original diagnosis and demonstrat- 
ing the progress the repair. Many 
basic principles that tend forgotten 
routine work re-impress with their 
importance experimental develop- 
mental work—one that there rea- 
son behind requests for radiological 
services even though the reason some- 
times very hard discover. The reason 
take radiographs not that certain 
gentlemen find easier fill the x-ray 
request forms than carry out 
adequate clinical examination but con- 
firm disprove diagnosis and con- 
tribute the patient’s rapid and com- 
plete recovery. the veterinary 
field the only one which vague 
blank request form justified. Some- 
times just not possible get 
animal evince pain when examined 
yet obviously ill. The owner vague 
and often very distressed, and the X-Ray 
Department about the only source 
information. 

play our part the medical team 
possible the ideal position. the 
veterinary field are still developing 
these positions. This where the lazy 
man comes into his own because very 
often the films which are taken with the 
simplest methods restraint and support 
are superior. realize the importance 
providing adequate coverage adja- 
cent joints and structures and also 
series films being nearly identical 
quality that early callus formation 
other changes may recognized. Many 
our films will utilized busy prac- 
titioners who graduated before radiology 
was given much more than passing 
reference and use them try 
achieve very high quality.

the field bone pathology dis- 
cover relatively high incidence 
osteogenic sarcomas; arthritis quite 
common, especially hunting and work- 
ing dogs, and inflammatory bone condi- 
tions constitute large 
lamenesses horses and cattle. Not very 
long ago heard our Professor large 
animal surgery say that the only way 
differentiate between certain forms foot 
lameness was x-ray films. 


Spinal compression constant prob- 
lem. Posterior paralysis dogs quite 
common. far have failed pro- 
vide any conclusive evidence when 
calcified disc the cause and when 
purely incidental finding. hope 
eventually develop satisfactory tech- 
nique for myelography but far have 
met with little success. 


Congenital anomalies occur many 
breeds, those the spine and hips giving 
most cause for concern. have now 
developed standard positions which per- 
mit the clinicians estimate the degree 
satisfactory prognosis. 


much for bones—Accident cases 
were the only ones submitted for x-ray 
examination few years ago and still form 
the majority our patients. are 
receiving increasing demands, however, 
for information soft tissues. Examina- 
tions confirm pregnancy are fairly 
frequent. The film usually presents 
rather bizarre picture, ten twelve pups 
being quite common with some breeds. 
have recently examined number 
large sows for retained foeti. These, often 
very large, pigs have habit farrowing 
three four piglets and then lying down 
the job. Foetal death and serious ill- 
ness the sow may follow nothing 
done about this situation. the other 
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hand the pig only had three piglets 
anyway, undesirable carry out 
cesarean section deliver what not 
there. have usually assumed that 
these sows were too much handle but 
one lady with beautiful manners who had 
been trained for the show ring changed 
our mind. Putting our tilting table 
upright managed get the sow 
against it; then with high-speed screens 
and Bucky managed show that 
she had least four piglets remaining— 
six piglets were later delivered 
cesarean section and mother and children 
are doing well. Our next three ladies 
have not been well behaved and are 
now designing crate with sliding side 
panels and suitable restraining devices 
enable squeeze them against the 
table and move them wish. Six 
hundred pounds pig when decides 
wander can quite handful. These 
pigs far have been from cms. 
thickness. 


Soft tissue work smaller animals 
steadily increasing. One our most 
pressing requests was provide informa- 
tion the urinary system dogs. Early 
attempts demonstrate the organs the 
G.U. tract left much desired and 
decided something should attempted. 
After discussions with the Anatomy De- 
partment and injecting large number 
kidneys—nearly 100 pairs—with dye, 
decided that needed higher concen- 
tration dye and that very careful pre- 
paration was necessary obtain good 
intravenous pyelograms. also decided 
that retrograde pyelograms were pretty 
well impossible achieve because the 
ureters and the urethra entered the blad- 
der from the same general direction and 
would very difficult not impossible 
introduce catheter into the ureters. 


Our next problem appeared 


obtain more detail the lung fields and 
have now developed method 
bronchography. The lungs dogs have 
been compared that conifer 
opposed deciduous tree for the human 
lungs, and experienced considerable 
difficulty ensuring complete filling 
the apical lobes. ran into several 
problems here and found lack detailed 
anatomy some the pulmonary struc- 
tures the dog. Removing the lungs 
dogs who had died conditions not asso- 
ciated with the chest, however, and inflat- 
ing them gently gave much information 
about general lapout. also found that 
carefully regulating our flow air 
could keep our lungs stationary and using 
very low KvP (26-28), took stereo 
pairs. The cartilage the bronchi stood 
out distinctly this low kilovoltage 
against the air-filled alveoli and learned 
great deal about where had intro- 
duce the dye. now find that intro- 
ducing the dye through piece poly- 
ethylene tubing can get adequate fill- 
ing all lobes. have been able 
demonstrate conclusively several cases 
bronchiectasis. 


Barium meals and enemas are constant- 
with us—sometimes all over us. Many 
early workers employed stomach tubes 
introduce the Barium. This have dis- 
continued and prefer use invalid 
feeding cup which can introduced into 
the corner animal’s mouth even with 
muzzle on. get very little more 
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mess than one does with human patients. 

Gall bladder dyes are used very occa- 
sionally also are dyes for demonstrat- 
ing the female genital tract. are 
present working out methods investi- 
gating sterility chinchillas and now 
have satisfactory technique. 


One our problems the lack 
information normals that when 
commence work new procedure 
usually endeavour get normals 
that normal variations may seen and 
recognized and that have this 
information file for teaching refer- 
ence purposes. 


Apart from our own development work 
the X-Ray Division are happy 
devise methods assisting other depart- 
ments with their research projects. The 
non-destructive nature x-ray examina- 
tion makes valuable aid when work- 
ing rare specimens. Projects which 
are now co-operating include examina- 
tion chinchillas’ teeth, horses’ sinuses, 
bulls’ testicles, pigs’ feet and joints, and 
the reaction bone various stimuli. 
Our patients and our work are very varied. 
Sometimes have parallels the human 
field which enable make rapid pro- 
gress. Sometimes have back 
basic principles and experiment and 
reasoning slowly produce results. 
find our work very stimulating and chal- 
lenging, and often baffling, but when 
occasionally have lucky break 
very satisfying. 
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Film Copying Solarization

know you are all aware the chances 
having films returned—to quote those 
famous last borrowing these 
films for few let you have 
them back!” 

course, some people believe that 
much wiser not let known that 
one able copy films—the demand 
liable become excessive! But solariza- 
tion easy way out. 

The the ordinary way copying film 
first obtain positive copy the 
original, and then make further copy 
from this positive obtain duplicate 
negative. 


The greatest advantage copying 
solarization over this method, that the 
intermediate stage, that obtaining 
positive, entirely cut out. first 
solarizing the copy film obtain nega- 
tive copy direct from the negative original, 
thereby simplifying the procedure and 
saving great deal time. 

The fact that the copying done 
one stage instead two also means less 
loss detail—something always experi- 
enced film copying. 

Now what solarization? also 
known the Reversal Effect, and that 
name fits this phenomenon accurately— 
when copying the changing what 
normally would have been positive 
image negative one. Sometimes 
experience the Reversal Effect accidently 
normal radiography—usually history

HENEVER x-rays pass through 
some part the primary 

beam bound form scattered 
radiation, making scatter potential 
enemy ready into action each time 
the exposure button pressed. 

The trouble that because 
insidious action its possible effects are 
too often overlooked. 

First let consider the effects the 
film. The deficiencies are the form 
poor contrast and detail. The overlying 
fog radiograph, resulting from scat- 
ter, will reduce contrast. contrast 
mean the greater lesser variation 
brightness between two adjacent areas, 
and well known fact that contrast 
influences the observer’s impression 
detail. 

Although these two factors are very 
important, overlook the next two 
dangers almost criminal. have 
already remarked, 
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tends creep one from behind. 
Few radiographers are suicidal 
stand the path the primary rays, but 
how many become little careless and 
expose themselves scatter. This pic- 
ture was made exposing only 
secondary radiation four feet distance 
from the tube whilst radiographing 
skull, and this second film was taken 
scatter whilst x-raying lateral lumbar 
spine using correct technique, six feet 
distance from the tube. Lastly, just 
drive the point home, this film was ex- 
posed scatter arising the same 
circumstances ten feet away from the 
table, the control booth—this should 
sufficient warning never poke one’s 
head round the corner the protecting 
screen give instructions patient 
during exposure. think you will 
agree that these radiographs illustrate 
only too well the need for the radiographer 
take advantage all the devices pro- 
vided for his her protection.

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SCATTER 


Last, but certainly not least, comes the 
patient. When large number radio- 
graphs are required one patient, scatter 
arising from the radiation greater 
body volume than necessary may sway 
the balance from dosage within safety 
limits one dangerous proportions. 


great deal time, trouble, and ex- 
pensive equipment has been devoted 
utilize all this the fullest extent. 


There are two methods minimizing 
scattered radiation. First have the 
means for reducing the formation 
scatter. 


Cones and diaphragms have essentially 
the same use that they decrease the 
volume tissue being radiated, thus lim- 
iting the scatter that arising from that 
part the body required for the examina- 
tion, and eliminating the scattered radia- 
tion from neighbouring parts. This 
effective, not only for acquiring good 
contrast and detail, but also for guaran- 
teeing the most protection for the patient 
and radiographer. 


Comparing lumbar region 
which cone used, with another 
the same patient using the same factors 
with correct coning the difference very 
evident, and even more marked with 
larger patients. 


Compression bands are helpful 
eliminating scattered radiation especially 
obese patients. The body fat can 
successfully pressed aside with the pro- 
per compression, and once out the area 
being radiographed, can cut off entirely 
proper coning. 


With higher K.V. scatter increased, 
becomes harder and more penetrating, 
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causing non-image forming fog the 
film. selecting optimum K.V. for 
the part being radiographed, can avoid 
great deal this. To-day course 
high K.V. work becoming more popular 
but this only because the greater 
efficiency grids, 16:1 ratio being used 
for this type work. 


Now, this brings the second 
method, that preventing already formed 
scatter from reaching the film. The grid 
the most important device this group. 
prevents scatter allowing only the 
primary rays pass between the lead 
strips, while the scattered radiation cut 
off. 


The lead backing films prevents the 
back-scatter from the table from fogging 
the film and when using intensifying 
screens these absorb 
radiation. 


Proper use all this equipment will 
limit fog films caused scatter 
minimum, and also reduce the patient’s 
and technician’s dosage. Along with 
these, lead-lined control booths, lead-rub- 
ber aprons and gloves, etc., will great 
deal ensure full and healthy working 
life for the x-ray technician, but knowing 
that scatter always with us, then 
important keep check the amount 
radiation received each individual 
the department. This may done 
various means, such regular blood 
counts, carrying ionisation chambers 
use film monitoring service. Such 
service used Fredericton, and this 
the type film-badge worn each 
member the staff. 


conclusion, “Familiarity breeds con- 
tempt,” and this that must guard 
against our daily work with x-radiation.

Report Chairman the Committee Technicians, 
Canadian Association Radiologists 


Toronto Joint Meeting the British and Canadian Medical Associations, June 20th-24th, 1955 


The main activity the Committee Tech- 
nicians during the past year has been connec- 
tion with the question Separate Examinations 
for Radiography and Therapy and what should 
done toward the establishment Approved 


Training Centres. 


these items are some importance and 
the time hand when definite decisions 
have made both the Canadian Associa- 
tion Radiologists and the Canadian Society 
Radiological Technicians, have prepared 
brief historical summary the background 
these problems. 


HISTORY: 


For good many years the advisability 
having separate training and examinations for 
technicians radiography and therapy has been 
considered but has been believed until per- 
haps quite recently, the majority, that all 
technicians should have basic training both 
radiography and therapy, somewhat similar 
the situation nursing and medicine, and 
has been considered that those interested 
special branches such therapy could take 
post-graduate training later. However, there has 
been growing demand the part radio- 
therapists and technicians engaged therapy, 
for recognition and admission the C.S.R.T. 
therapy technicians without having qualify 
first radiography. 


The question has come before the C.S.R.T. 
several occasions during the past five 
years. Apparently the first two occasions 
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was thrown out; the third time was put 
the C.S.R.T. was Winnipeg the Annual 
Meeting 1951. resolution then presented 
the Ontario Society Radiographers was 
follows: 


“WHEREAS view the increased 
number cancer therapy centres training 
and employing therapy technicians only, and 
the desire those charge such centres 
establish standard training for such 
technicians, 


THEREFORE RESOLVED 
that separate set examinations 
formulated the Examining Board the 
Examining Board the C.S.R.T. qualify 
Registered Technicians those students 
trained practise therapy technicians.” 


This time was tabled for future consideration 
the next Annual Meeting (letters from Dr. 
Gill, Oct. 18th, 1951, and Mr. Gore, July 30th, 
1952). 


Accordingly the Calgary meeting 1952 
(letter from Dr. Gill, Jan. 2nd, 1953): 


“This resolution was again shelved until 
1954 allow the C.A.R. and the C.S.R.T. 
Committees Technical Training study 
this question and come some understand- 
gesting the Board Directors, 
equitable solution this problem.” 


1953 the meeting the C.S.R.T. took 
place Toronto joint meeting with the 
American Society and apparently the question 
separate examinations was not mentioned (ad- 
hering the recommendation Calgary that 
shelved until 1954). 
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Council meeting the C.A.R. Jan. 28th, 
1953, Toronto (minutes page the majority 
was opposed separate examinations. 

Council meeting the C.A.R. June, 1953, 

the following resolution was brought forth: (a) 
would best for all technicians have 
least working knowledge both therapy and 
diagnosis; and (b) That examination and cer- 
tification might made diagnosis therapy 
both.” 
This matter then came before the General Meet- 
ing the C.A.R. Quebec January, 1954, 
and the following recommendation was the 
result: 

“THAT the Canadian Society Radio- 
logical Technicians consider changing their 
training and examinations that technicians 
may become registered Diagnosis 
Therapy Both.” 

This recommendation was carried large 
majority. 

This question was again submitted the 
C.S.R.T. the September meeting Saint 
John 1954 following the above resolution 
the C.A.R. was this meeting Saint John 
that the joint committee was set with Dr. 
Petrie act co-ordinator. This mat- 
ter was considered further the Ottawa meet- 
ing the C.A.R. January, 1955, and here 
was decided that nucleus committee would have 
formed consisting members from both 
organizations living within reasonable distance 
and who could have one more meetings. (It 
was moved that some money available, letter 
from Dr. McRae: “That the Committee consider 
and forward the Executive the details 
the amount the appropriation they would 
require and what this appropriation would ex- 
pended for, and the Council empowered the 
Executive deal with the matter.”) 

has proved very difficult arrange time 
and place suitable for even limited commit- 
tee. However meeting was arranged Mon- 
treal, May 29th the Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
Montreal. Those present were: Dr. 
Petrie, Chairman; Dr. Gill, Dr. Bouchard, 
Dr. Crawford, Dr. McRae, Mr. 
Cheffins, guest (Mr. Hall, Chairman, Committee 
Technical Training, C.S.R.T., and Dr. 
Singleton were unable present). 

The following summary discussion 
that took place the meeting recorded 
Dr. Crawford and your Chairman: 

Dr. Petrie reviewed the history the present 
situation pertaining the discussions that have 
been held regarding the separation the exam- 
inations diagnostic radiography and thera- 
peutic technique. final item this report, 
letter was read from Mr. Saunders (dated 
March 11th, 1955), Chairman the Resolutions 
Committee the C.S.R.T., pertaining 
amendment resolution passed the Board 
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Directors the British Columbia Division 
the C.S.R.T. This resolution recommended that 
any proposition changing the present regulation 
should receive wide circulation before 
attempt was made discuss and adopt any- 
thing resulting from this discussion. 


During the discussion this matter was 
recognized that request for separate examina- 
tions and separate qualification the therapeutic 
techniques was coming mainly from the Pro- 
vince Ontario and those Provinces where 
technicians had been trained therapy 
and having worked this for number 
years and have had opportunity qualify 
registered technicians under the present 
system examinations. was however, 
pointed out that Canada the greater need still 
for radiographers diagnostic work and that 
about 15% radiographers are actually 
therapy work Canada to-day. was 
agreed however that there need meet 
the present demand for qualification therapy 
and also supply the means whereby techni- 
cians can qualified. would appear that 
the demand for therapy technicians would 
increase the years on. 


might consider the establishment three 
categories, namely: 


(1) Registered Technician, Radiography 
RT(R)—to trained largely 
present. 


(2) Registered Technician, Therapy RT(T) 
—This group would have one year basic 
training (common both) and one year 
special training therapy (positioning 
and radiography).
